Editor, Bulletin—I am 52 years 
|of age, and have been living in 
|fear all my life. I have another 
{10 years to go in fear for when 
|I am really going to be happy. 

| I was given to understand that 
|the last war had been fought for 
security from the cradle to the 
| grave. Where is that security now? 
Why must you and I live all our 
lives in fear--fear that our boys 
| will be killed in the next war, fear 
|of depression, of deflation, of old 
age without means of support, of 
the atomic bomb, of Naziism, of 
Bolshevism, of Socialism, of CCF, 
of tomorrow of illness, of losing

Moreover Government auditors 
took inventory of the Cocoa Beans held in 
stock by each manufacturer on April 2nd, 
and we were notified that we would be 
debited with an extra charge of 1314 Cents 
per Ib. on all our stocks.

up to April 2nd, now cost the Rowntree 
Company 2314 Cents per lb, This in- 
crease of 138% in the cost of our princi- 
pal raw material applied to all our pro- 
duction from April 2nd, 1947.
